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Lower  Mintage  -  Higher  Rarity  Value! 

Is  this  True?

This  is  the  last  article  in  a  series  of  three  on  un-rated,  serialized  and  low 
mintage/high  rariety  (sic)  value  bars. 

I  think  I  missed  my  calling  in  life  -  one  of  a  statistician.  All  kidding 
aside,  let’s  look  at  low  mintage/higher  rarity  value  a  little  more  closely. 

I  assumed  that  low  mintage/high  rarity  value  went  hand-in-hand.  Let’s 
see. 

I  have  read  in  old  Bugles  that  mintage  under  1000  is  low.  Some  people 
think  mintage  under  2500  is  low.  Debatable  subject!  Information 
gathered  from  the  5th  Edition  Guidebook  shows  1710  bars  with  mintage 
of  2500or  less.  Of  those  bars,  there  are  1364  with  a  mintage  of  1000  or 
less.  This  clearly  shows  that  most  low  mintage  bars  are  1000  or  less.  I 
found  some  interesting  stats  I’d  like  to  share  with  you.  Let  me  reiterate  I 
am  looking  at  low  mintage  bars  with  a  mintage  of  2500  or  less. 

I  was  amazed  by  the  following  totals,  which  were  taken  from  my  count 
in  the  5th  Edition  Guidebook. 


Mintage _ R-3  bars _ R-4  bars 

500  &  under  1 5  5 

1000  to  2499  5  17 

2500  10  18 


I  did  not  expect  to  see  any  R-3  or  R-4  bars  with  mintage  under  2500,  nor 
the  count  of  fifteen  (15)  R-3  bars  with  mintage  under  500. 


Having  showed  that,  let’s  move  on  to  my  question  of  lower 
mintage/higher  rarity  value.  True  or  false? 


SI 00  is  a  pretty  high  amount  for  a  bar.  I  looked  at  all  bars  valued  at  $100 
and  upwards,  along  with  their  mintage.  I  figured  the  higher  the  amount, 
the  lower  the  mintage  must  be.  I  think  you  will  be  surprised  by  what  I 
found.  (Stephanie  has  included  a  lengthy  chart,  which  cannot  he  reproduced  here,  but 
we  can  send  you  a  copy  upon  request.)

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Based  on  S100  and  upward  valued  bars,  mintage  varied  from  3  to  25  00 
There  were  1 50  bars  that  were  valued  from  $100  to  $1250,  56  of  which 
had  unlisted  mintage.  Thirteen  (13)  out  of  56  unlisted  mintage  bars  were 
valued  at  $100.  Fourteen  (F4)  bars  were  valued  at  $125,  and  H  bars 
were  valued  at  $200.  The  remaining  15  unlisted  mintage  bars  had 
scattered  figures  mixed  between  value.  One  bar  valued  at  $  1 35  had  a 
mintage  of  2500. 

1  have  concluded  one  cannot  or  should  not  go  by  low  mintage  -  or  any 
mintage  for  that  matter  -  in  determining  the  rarity  value  of  a  bar.

Grass  was  something  you 
mowed  Coke  was  a  cold  drink,  pot  was  what  you  cooked  in  and  rock  music 
was  a  grandmother’s  lullaby. 

No  wonder  there  is  such  a  generation  gap  today  But,  overall,  those  years  before 
1945  were  pretty  good  times,  weren't  they?
